To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dorchester  in  the  County  of  Grafton 
state,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dorchester  on 
Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March  1997  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  p.m.  for  the  Town 
Meeting's  First  Deliberative  Session. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Dorchester  on 
Saturday,  the  29th  day  of  March  at  10  o'clock  in  the  a.  m.  to  read  the  results  of 
the  First  DeUberative  Session. 

You  are  hereby  notified  that  voting  in  said  Dorchester  will  take  place  on 
Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  April  at  the  Town  Hall  between  the  hours  of  11  o'clock 
in  the  ajn.  and  7  o'clock  in  the  p.m.  to  vote  for  Town  officers.  Town  Warrant 
Articles,  questions  on  the  ballot.  School  officers  and  School  Warrant  Articles 

1 .  To  choose  by  nonpartisan  ballot  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the 
ensiling  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  polling  hours  in  Dorchester  at  all 
Federal  Elections,  to  become  effective  upon  passage  of  this  article,  under  which 
the  polls  shall  open  not  later  than  11  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes.  Recommended  by  Selectmen. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  tax 
deeded  property  by  public  auction,  sealed  bid,  or  as  justice  may  require  in 
accordance  with  RSA  80:80.  This  shall  include  the  authority  to  deed  a  parcel 
back  to  the  previous  owner  in  return  for  payment  of  all  past  due  taxes,  which 
would  have  been  assessed  if  the  property  had  not  been  tax  deeded.  A  public 
hearing  must  be  held  by  the  Selectmen  before  proceeding  with  any  such  sale. 
Recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
receive  and  expend  federal  and  state  grants  which  may  become  available  during 
the  course  of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-B,  and  also  to  accept  and 
expend  money  from  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be  used  for 
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purposes  for  which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate  money.  Recommended  by 
the  Selectmen. 

6       To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  sixteen 

thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($16,500.00)  to  be  added  to  the  coital  reserve 

funds  of  the  Town  as  follows: 

Town  Building  Fund $5,000.00 

Highway  Equipment  Fund 5,000.00 

Bridges  Fund 2,500.00 

Purchase  of  Town  Property  Fund 1,000.00 

Revaluationof  Property  Fund 3,000.00 

Recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty- 
three  thousand  six  hundred  eighty-eight  dollars  ($23,688.00)  for  the  purchase  of 
9.87  acres  of  land  located  on  Streeter  Road,  a  portion  of  lot  #380,  currently 
owned  by  Ronald  and  Josephine  Milbum,  with  this  appropriation  to  be  funded 
by  withdrawal  of  the  entire  amount  from  the  Coital  Reserve  Purchase  Property 
Fund.  This  article  is  designated  as  a  special  warrant  article.  Recommended  by 
the  Selectmen. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  painting  the  exterior  of  the  Town 
Hall  and  for  painting  and  minor  repairs  to  the  kitchen. 

This  article  is  designated  as  a  special  warrant  article.  Reconunended  by 
Selectmen. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  202-A:4-d 
authorizing  the  library  trustees  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property,  other  than 
money,  which  may  be  offered  to  the  library  for  any  public  purpose,  provided, 
however,  that  no  acceptance  of  personal  property  by  the  library  trustees  shall  be 
deemed  to  bind  the  town  or  the  library  trustees  to  raise,  appropriate  ot  expend 
any  public  funds  for  the  operation,  maintenance,  repair  or  replacement  of  such 
personal  property.  And  further  to  require  that  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  such  gift, 
valued  at  over  $5,000.  the  public  library  trustees  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on 
the  proposed  acceptance.  (Petitioned  article)  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  for  the  repairing  of  Town  Bridges,  with  this 
appropriation  to  be  funded  by  withdrawal  of  the  entire  amount  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Bridges  Fund.  This  appropriation  will  be  non-lapsing  until  December 
31,1998.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 
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11.  Shall  we  modify  the  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax  in  the  Town  of 
Dorchester,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers,  to  be  as  follows: 
for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $13,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age 
up  to  80  years,  $18,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $23,000.  To 
qualify,  the  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  five 
years,  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by 
such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  five  years.  In 
addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than  $15,000.  or  if 
married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $20,400.  and  own  net  assets  not  in 
excess  of  $35,000.  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  require 
road  damage  and/or  fire  protection  bonds  for  activities  on  Class  VI  roads, 
private  roads,  or  on  any  way  or  property,  not  normally  maintained  by  the  Town 
or  serviced  by  commonly  used  emergency  vehicles.  Recommended  by  the 
Selectmen. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  seventy-nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents 
($179,500.82)  to  defray  Town  charges.  (This  excludes  the  amounts  raised  in 
Articles  6,7,8  and  10.)  Recommended  by  the  Selectmen. 

14.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

The  foregoing  schedule  was  decided  on  since  we  reduce  hours  during  the  colder 
winter  months  and  because  our  Librarian,  Herb  Noel,  is  still  recuperating  from  an 
auto  accident  he  was  in  last  year.  He  informs  he  is  somewhat  better  and  may  be  able 
to  return  in  a  couple  months.  In  the  interim  the  Friends  of  the  Library  will  assist. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  made  great  effort  and  eliminated  a  back-log  of  books 
given  us  in  the  past,  checking  duplicate  titles  and  ridding  those  and  other  unneeded 
books  we  had.  Special  thanks  to  Marilyn  Pratt  who  neatened  up  our  interior  and  to 
Alice  Melanson  who  reports  in  her  column  Library  updates. 
The  State  Library  notified  us  that  last  June  the  Governor  signed  HB  1120  providing 
authority  for  town  library  trustees  to  accept  personal  property  donated  to  the  library. 
The  State  Library  said  it  is  in^rtant  we  place  an  Article  on  this  years  Warrant  to 
adopt  provisions  of  this  law,  which  we  have  done,  that  would  remain  in  effect  until 
rescinded  by  a  vote  at  a  subsequent  town  meeting.  The  State  Library  says  the  law 
may  seem  unnecessary  as  libraries  have  been  long  accepting  gifts  but  passage  in 
1993  of  the  law  allowing  trustees  to  accept  and  expend  monetary  gifts  created  a 
question  as  to  whether  trustees  could  also  accept  non-monetary  gifts,  since  there  was 
no  language  saying  they  could.  We  are  informed  real  property  is  not  covered  and 
must  be  done  at  town  meeting.  We  hope  you  will  support  us  and  vote  favorably  on 
the  Library  article  this  year.  Donations  of  books  are  very  important  to  a  small  library 
such  as  ours.  In  addition  to  gifts  of  books  from  our  residents,  there  are  many  others 
who  make  gifts  such  as  the  large  print  Readers  Digests  from  Canaan  Lions,  the 
Whose  Who  book  of  students,  and  the  most  recent  donation,  mentioned  next: 
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Nodh  country  Library  recentiy  donated  to  us  a  1991  set  of  World  Book 
Encyclopedias  (like  new  condition)  to  replace  our  old  1982  books.  We  are 
gatefiil  for  this  wonderful  addition  as  well  as  a  set  of  1991  hardcover  Popular 
Science  books  they  also  gave  us.  We  are  pleased  to  have  these  available  for  the 
youngsters  in  town. 

Make  it  a  point  to  drop  by  more  often  in  1997  and  see  us.  We  try  to  add 
new  titles  all  through  the  year  to  our  shelves.  We're  please  to  have  you  come  in.

Since  I  took  over  Animal  Control  from  JoEUen  Gove  in  May  of  this  year, 
things  have  been  relatively  quiet.  There  have  been  a  few  stray  dogs,  of  which  all 
but  two  were  returned  to  their  owners.  Most  people  have  been  very  co-operative 
in  trying  to  help  locate  an  owner  or  resolve  a  problem  with  a  pet 

One  animal,  a  cat,  had  to  be  taken  to  Concord  for  rabies  testing.  The  test 
proved  negative.  So  far  no  report  of  rabies  in  Dorchester  has  been  reported. 
However,  it  is  reported  to  be  growing  and  coming  closer  to  our  neighborhood, 
so  keep  a  check  on  you  pet's  shots  and  vaccinations.  Just  like  your  kids,  they  are 
dependent  on  you  to  see  to  these  things  for  them. 

Also,  remember  to  have  your  dog  (s)  licensed.  Not  only  is  it  the  law,  it 
helps  return  your  pet  to  you  if  he  h^pens  to  be  lost,  strayed  or  stolen.  Dog 
licenses  are  available  from  your  Town  Clerk;  pay  her  a  visit  if  you  haven't 
already  done  so.

Thornton  is  served  by  both  the  CAP  Outreach  office  located  in  Woodstock 
(usually  oepn  Fridays),  and  by  our  new  office  in  the  Whole  Village  Family 
Resource  Center  in  Plymouth  (formerly  the  Campton  oflRce.)  Outreach  Coordi- 
nators Joyce  Weldon,  in  Woodstock  and  Lynn  Johnson,  in  Plymouth,  have  salary 
and  office  expenses  paid  for  three  (3)  months  of  the  year  by  the  Fuel  Assistance 
Program  Grant  that  we  receive.  The  funds  to  keep  the  local  Outreach  office  open 
the  remaining  nine  (9)  months  of  the  year  come  from  your  town  and  neighbor- 
ing towns,  from  some  of  the  Conununity  Service  Block  Grant  ftinds,  and  from 
some  of  the  NH  Emergency  Shelter  Grant  funds.  We  have  seen  a  decrease  in 
some  of  these  funding  sources,  and  an  increase  in  demand  fcx*  our  social  services 
in  this  area.  Therefore,  we  are  asking  for  your  continued  financial  assistance  and 
a  smaU  increase. 

Complete  statistics  on  clients  served  and  related  information  are  not  yet 
available.  We  will  submit  these  to  you  as  soon  as  we  are  able.

Community  Contact  (formerly  Outreach)  is  the  field  services  arm  of  Tri- 
County  Community  Action.  Our  purpose  is  to  assist  low-income,  elderly  and 
handicapped  persons  to  solve  problems  and  to  meet  their  physical  and  financial 
needs.  Ccnrmiunity  Contact  staff  accomlish  this  purpose  by  providing  informa- 
tion, counseling,  referrals,  guidance,  organizational  assistance,  and  by  effec- 
tively linking  households  with  CAP  assistance  programs  and  utilizing  conmiu- 
nity  resources. 

Last  year  the  following  direct  financial  assistance  was  provided  by  the 
CAP  Community  Contact  Program  in  Dorchester.

*  Provided  budget  counseling  that  includes  money  management,  debt 
management  and  financial  planning  to  area  households. 

*  Assisted  1  Dorchester  household  which  was  homeless  or  in  imminent 
danger  of  homelessness. 

*  Provided  information  and  referrals  to  Dorchester  residents  regarding  matters 
such  as  legal  problems,  landlord-tenant  disputes,  emergency  home  repairs, 
health-medical  resources,  transportation  and  electric  utility  assistance  and 
conservation  programs. 

With  your  help,  we  anticipate  being  able  to  provide  at  least  the  same  level  of 
services  to  Dorchester  this  year. 
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PEMI-BAKER  SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT 
1996  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District  committee  met  6  times  during  the  1996 
calendar  year.  Li  addition  to  our  normal  work  oiganizing  the  Household  Hazard- 
ous Waste  program  for  the  11  Pemi-Baker  District  towns  and  keeping  each  other 
apprised  of  recycling  news  and  initiative,  this  year  we  also  renegotiated  a  pcation 
of  our  waste  disposal  contract  with  North  Country  Environmental  Services,  and 
organized  and  sponsored  a  waste  tire  collection. 

It  was  decided  last  year  at  budget  planning  time  that  since  the  turnout  for  the 
one-day  HHW  collections  has  been  shrinking  each  year,  in  1996  we  would  try 
having  only  an  ongoing  paint  and  battery  collection  program  in  the  town  which 
have  facilities  suitable  for  this  type  of  collection.  Ashland,  Campton/ThOTnton, 
Rumney  and  Plymouth  all  collected  paint  for  recycling  and  the  containers  of  paint 
were  picked  up  by  our  contractor,  Laidlaw  Environmental  Services,  in  the  fall.  We 
received  a  grant  for  half  the  cost  of  the  paint  collection  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  Department  of  Environmental  Services  (NHDES).  There  will  be  both 
paint  and  battery  collections  and  a  late-spring  or  early-summer  one-day  hazardous 
waste  collecti(Hi  in  1997.  Information  regarding  the  date  of  the  collection  will  be 
distributed  at  a  later  date. 

This  was  our  first  year  for  a  tire  collection  program  and  we  had  a  higher 
participation  rate  than  we  had  expected.  AU  the  district  towns'  residents  could 
drop  tires  off  -  firee  of  charge  -  at  any  one  of  several  sites  within  the  district  during 
a  three-week  period  in  September  and  October.  Turnout  was  very  high  in  some 
towns  and  we  disposed  of  better  than  80  tons  of  used  tires. 

Finally,  we  made  some  changes  to  the  contract  between  the  District  and 
North  Country  Environmental  Services  in  Bethlehem  which  allows  for  District 
towns  to  dispose  of  Municipal  Solid  Waste  (MSW),  Construction  and  Demolition 
Debris  (C&D),  and  incinerator  ash  at  the  landfill  in  Bethlehem,  NH  at  very  com- 
petitive prices.  The  new  contract  price  negotiated  was  several  dollars  per  ton  lower 
and  will  save  the  District  towns  that  participate  in  this  contract  a  substantial  amount 
of  money  over  the  next  few  years. 

During  the  upcoming  year  the  District  conmiittee  intends  to  look  into  sev- 
eral options  for  regional  cooperative  projects  which  could  ultimately  save  the  towns 
money  on  solid  waste  disposal,  transportation,  and  recycling.  Anyone  interested  in 
participating  in  the  process  is  welcome  to  attend  the  District  meetings.  Each  town 
receives  notices  of  upcoming  meetings  and  information  regarding  the  place  and 
time  of  meetings  should  be  available  at  your  town  offices.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  Aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State 
Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to 
find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  any  open  burning. 
Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  \^olators 
are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  NH  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to 
assist  communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  pro- 
grams as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you 
have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our 
office  at  271-2217. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and 
3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in 
the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.

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PLYMOUTH  REGIONAL  CLINIC 

Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  is  requesting  that  area  towns  appropriate  funds  to 
the  clinic  in  their  FY  1997-98  budgets. 

The  Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  is  a  nonprofit,  all- volunteer  organization  pro- 
viding general  medical  care  to  area  residents  who  have  limited  incomes  and  no 
health  insurance.  The  clinic  has  been  open  one  evening  a  week  since  July  1994  and 
has  provided  care  for  almost  600  patient  visits. 

We  have  seen  patients  of  all  ages  and  for  varying  medical  complaints,  from 
minor  ailments  to  life-threatening  illness,  with  many  seeking  treatment  for  ill- 
nesses or  conditions  which  have  gone  unattended  because  the  patient  could  not 
afford  medical  care.  Our  volunteer  social  workers  have  assisted  many  patients  in 
identifying  other  available  services  which  might  help  them.  The  enclosed  bro- 
chure provides  more  information  on  our  services  and  eligibility  requirements. 

Please  note  that  in  July  of  this  year,  the  clinic  moved  to  the  offices  of  Family 
Planning  at  the  Whole  Village  Family  Resource  Center  on  Highland  Street  and 
changed  its  evening  of  operation  to  Tuesdays. 

Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  has  managed  to  keep  its  operating  expenses  low 
through  the  generous  donation  of  in-kind  services  and  space  by  Family  Planning, 
Plymouth  State  College,  Speare  Memorial  Hospital  and  area  businesses;  as  well  as 
the  volunteer  services  provided  by  area  physicians,  nurse  practitioners,  nurses, 
social  workers  and  others.  As  in  the  past,  the  clinic  is  seeking  funds  for  three  main 
purposes,  among  others:  to  cover  operating  expenses  such  as  insurance,  medical 
and  office  supplies,  and  licensing  fees;  to  hire  a  part-time  administrator  to  ensure 
the  clinic's  effective  ongoing  operation;  and  to  create  a  fund  to  allow  the  clinic  to 
pay  for  patient  prescriptions — one  of  the  highest  medical  costs  many  patients  face. 

In  order  to  raise  the  necessary  funds,  Plymouth  Regional  Clinic  will  solicit 
donations  from  area  individuals  businesses,  and  will  be  ^plying  for  grant  money. 
In  addition,  the  clinic  is  requesting  that  area  towns  place  in  their  1997  budgets  (for 
Fiscal  Year  1998)  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  dollars,  or  any  portion  of  this  which 
the  town  feels  is  ^propriate.  It  is  hoped  that  the  towns  will  realize  some  savings  in 
the  medical  account  of  their  welfare  budgets  due  to  the  availability  of  the  clinic's 
services.

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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

The  Grafton  County  Board  of  Commissioners  is  pleased  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing reports  and  financial  statements.  We  hope  they  will  increase  your  under- 
standing of  Grafton  County's  finances  and  operation  and  assure  citizens  that  their 
County  tax  dollars  have  been  expended  wisely. 

During  FY  1996,  funds  received  exceeded  the  Budget  by  $895,242.84  for  a 
total  of  $16,366,912.84  in  actual  County  revenues.  This  was  primarily  due  to  the 
receipt  of  Medicaid  Proportionate  Share  Payment,  given  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  partially  offset  the  cost  of  serving  a  disproportionate  share  of  Medicaid 
recipients  at  the  Grafton  County  Nursing  Home.  The  actual  Medicaid  Proportion- 
ate Share  Payment  was  $377,952.  Actual  expenditures  totaled  $15,797,915.10, 
which  was  $324,245.10  more  than  had  been  budgeted.  The  over-expenditure  was 
due  to  the  County's  payment  to  the  State  which  allowed  us  to  receive  the  Medicaid 
Proportionate  Share  Payment 

Expenditures  for  Medical  Referee,  Dispatch  Center,  County  Jail,  Wage  & 
Benefit  Adjustment,  were  over  budget,  but  all  other  departments  were  well  under 
their  budgeted  amounts. 

The  bottom  line  for  FY  1996  shows  that  revenues  exceeded  expenditures  by 
$568,997.74,  leaving  the  County  in  a  sound  financial  position  at  the  end  of  its 
fiscal  year.  The  Conunissioners  feel  extremely  proud  of  this  financial  picture,  which 
exemplifies  good  management  by  all  County  department  heads,  both  elected  and 
appointed. 

Grafton  County  experienced  some  major  occurrences  during  FY  1996,  some 
of  which  were:  the  formation  of  the  Grafton  County  Regional  Economic  Develop- 
ment Council  and  its  Board  of  Directors;  the  December  hostage  situation  at  the 
Grafton  County  Department  of  Corrections;  the  Whole  Village  Family  Resource 
Center,  Inc.  project  was  completed  with  12  agencies  being  housed  inside  the  facil- 
ity in  Plymouth;  the  Grafton  County  Nursing  Home  became  Medicare  certified  as 
of  November  1 ,  1996;  the  E-91 1  System  came  on  line  at  the  Grafton  County  Sheriff's 
Department  Dispatch  Center  in  July  of  1995;  long-time  Dietary  Supervisor  Edna 
Bowley  retired  in  December;  the  electronic  monitoring  program  at  the  Grafton 
County  Department  of  Corrections  continues  to  grow  as  well  as  its  new,  expanded 
Drug  Freedom  Program,  which  is  funded  by  a  grant  through  the  Attorney  General's 
Office. 

All  other  County  departments  were  extremely  busy  during  FY  1996.  The 
County  Treasure  continues  to  do  an  excellent  job  investing  County  funds,  and 
investment  income  exceeded  the  County  Budget  figure  by  $45,797.26.  The  County 
Attorney  performs  well  in  his  office  and  the  number  of  backlogged  cases  has  been 
reduced  drastically.  His  relationship  with  local  law  enforcement  agencies  has  im- 
proved the  overall  operations  of  that  office.  Once  again,  the  activity  in  the  Sheriff's 
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Department,  through  Dispatch,  increases  with  activity  yet  remains  as  effective  and 
efficient  as  always.  Carol  Elliott,  Register  of  Deeds,  and  her  staff  also  continue  to 
be  overwhelmed  with  work  and  do  an  excellent  job  to  generate  a  great  deal  of 
revenue  for  Grafton  County  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

For  FY  1996,  the  Commissioners  concluded  with  preparation  of  the  FY  1997 
County  Budget,  which  was  adopted  by  the  County  Legislative  Delegation  in  late 
June.  The  Grafton  County  Board  of  Commissioners  holds  regular  weekly  meet- 
ings at  the  County  Administration  Building  on  Route  10  just  north  of  the  County 
Courthouse  in  North  Haverhill,  with  periodic  tours  of  the  Nursing  Home.  Depart- 
ment of  Corrections,  County  Farm,  and  Courthouse.  The  Conmiissioners  also  at- 
tend monthly  meetings  of  the  Grafton  County  Executive  Conunittee.  All  meetings 
are  public  with  interested  citizens  and  members  of  the  press  encouraged  to  attend. 
Call  the  Conunissioners*  Office  at  787-6941  to  confirm  date,  time,  and  schedule. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  ^preciation  to  all  staff  members,  elected 
officials,  and  other  agency  personnel,  and  the  public  for  their  efforts  in  serving  the 
citizens  of  Grafton  County.

It  is  an  honor  to  report  to  you  as  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Execu- 
tive Council.  The  Executive  Council  is  five  in  number  and  serves  much  like  a 
Board  of  Directors  at  the  top  of  your  Executive  Branch  of  State  Government  in 
Concord.  We  vote  on  most  contracts  over  $2,500  to  outside  agencies,  individuals 
and  municipalities,  also  major  permits  to  use  state  waters.  267  unclassified 
positions  as  Commissioners  and  Directors  within  the  Executive  Branch  of  State 
Government  and  the  entire  Judicial  Branch  of  NH  State  Government  is  voted  in 
by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Council.  We  also 
vote  on  gubernatorial  nominations  of  hundreds  of  citizens  to  various  boards  and 
conmiissions  as  prescribed  by  NH  Law. 

Anyone  desiring  further  information  should  write  or  call  our  State  House  Office 
Oisted  below). 

Citizens  in  this  region  should  be  attentive  to  several  projects: 

1)  The  statewide  Health  Care  Council's  18  month  planning  project  will  be 
coming  to  conclusion  in  December  of  1997.  There  are  three  very  active 
Councils  in  this  District.  Information  can  be  obtained  by  calling  Commissioner 
Terry  Morton,  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  at  1-800-852-3345. 

2)  The  ten  year  highway  planning  process  will  be  underway  this  coming  summer 
and  fall.  I  will  be  conducting  at  least  three  hearings  in  this  district  to  ascertain 
regional  needs.  Information  on  this  Project  can  be  obtained  by  calling  Commis- 
sioner Leon  Kenison,  Department  of  Transportation  at  271-3735. 

3)  The  NH  Joint  Tourist  Promotional  Program  will,  I  expect,  be  funded  at  least 
with  $500,000  to  be  matched  by  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  tourists 
groups  to  promote  your  region.  Information  on  this  program  is  available  from 
Commissioner  Robb  Thomson,  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic 
Development  at  271-2411. 

4)  There  is  approximately  $172,000  waiting  to  be  matched  by  local  economic 
development  promotion  dollars  from  local  groups.  Information  can  be 
obtained  on  this  program  from  Director  Norman  Storrs,  Economic  Develop- 
ment at  271-2341. 

5)  There  is  about  10  million  dollars  waiting  for  application  from  local 
governments  for  Community  Development  Block  Grants  to  improve  your 
local  town  and  area.  Information  on  how  to  apply  can  be  obtained  by  calling 
Director  Jeff  Taylor,  Office  of  State  Planning  at  271-2155. 
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6)  Local  towns,  cities,  counties  and  eligible  organizations  should  be  aware  of 
the  large  Federal  and  State  Surplus  Distribution  Programs  (the  state  surplus 
distribution  center  is  open  to  the  public  at  White  Farm  on  Clinton  Street  in 
Concord,  NH  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays).  Further  information 
may  be  obtained  by  calling  Supervisor  Art  Haeussier,  Surplus  Distribution  at 
271-2602. 

7)  Citizens  and  groups  concerned  with  disabilities  should  be  aware  of  the  large 
number  of  services  available  from  the  Developmental  Disabilities  council  by 
calling  Director  Alan  Robichaud  at  271-3236. 

8)  The  Department  of  Environmental  Services  covering  water,  sewers,  air, 
lakes  and  rivers  has  available  information  and  financial  resources  by  calling 
Commissioner  Rober  Vamey  or  Assistant  Commissioner  Dana  Bisbee  at  271- 
3503. 

9)  The  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  including  elderly,  mental 
health,  human  services,  public  health,  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  are  all  under 
Commissioner  Terry  Morton  at  1-800-852-3345.

Grafton  County  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  works  through  its  local  pro- 
grams to  enhance  the  health  and  well  being  of  our  older  citizens  and  to  assist  them 
to  remain  independent  in  their  own  homes  and  communities  for  as  long  a  possible. 
Through  eight  locations  throughout  the  County,  including  Plymouth,  Bristol, 
Canaan,.  Lebanon,  Orford,  Haverhill,  Littleton  and  Lincoln,  older  adults  and  their 
families  are  able  to  obtain  services  such  as  home  delivered  meals,  senior  dining 
room  programs,  transportation,  social  work  services,  information  and  referral,  health 
and  educational  programs,  adult  day  care,  recreation  and  opportunities  to  be  of 
service  to  the  conmiunity  through  volunteering.

These  individuals  enjoyed  balanced  meals  in  the 
company  of  friends  in  a  senior  dining  room,  received  hot,  nourishing  meals  deliv- 
ered to  their  homes  by  caring  volunteers,  were  transported  to  health  care  providers 
or  other  community  resources  by  our  lift-equipped  buses,  and  found  opportunities 
to  put  their  talents  and  skills  to  work  for  a  better  conununity  through  volunteer 
service.  The  cost  to  provide  these  services  to  Dorchester  residents  was  $5,358.68. 

Community  based  services  provided  by  GCSCC  and  its  many  volunteers  for 
older  residents  of  Dorchester  wctc  often  important  to  their  efforts  to  remain  in 
their  own  homes  and  out  of  institutional  care  despite  chronic  health  problems  and 
increasing  physical  frailty,  saving  tax  dollars  and  contributing  to  the  quality  of  life 
of  our  older  friends  and  neighbors. 

GCSCC  very  much  appreciates  the  support  of  the  Dorchester  community 
for  services  which  enhance  the  independence  and  dignity  of  our  older  citizens  and 
assists  them  to  meet  the  challenges  of  aging  in  place.

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PEMI-BAKER  YOUTH  AND  FAMILY 
SERVICES  COUNCIL,  INC. 

The  Pemi-Baker  Youth  &  Family  Services  Council,  Inc.  is  an  organization 
that  is  dedicated  to  promoting  conmiunity-wide  approaches  which  aid  in  the  de- 
velopment of  healthy  youths  and  their  families.  The  Council  currently  coordinates 
four  programs  which  are  available  to  people  in  Eastern  Grafton  County  (Lincoln 
to  Alexandria): 

1.  Juvenile  Court  Diversion  -  a  voluntary  program  for  first  time  juvenile 
offenders  which  holds  them  accountable  for  their  actions  without  going  to  court. 
The  Diversion  process  involves  the  participants  with  volunteers  from  the  commu- 
nity who  develop  a  contract  with  each  youth  and  their  family.  Contracts  may  in- 
clude community  service,  referrals  to  other  human  service  agencies  and  programs, 
personal  development  tasks,  etc.  We  have  found  that,  of  the  39  students  who  gradu- 
ated from  Diversion  in  1995,  more  than  89%  have  not  conmiitted  a  subsequent 
offense  since. 

2.  The  Challenge  Course  -  a  15-hour  early  intervention  program  for  teens 
which  focuses  on  issues  surrounding  alcohol,  tobacco  and  other  drugs.  Courses 
are  non-judgmental  and  confidential.  Teens  in  the  small  groups  are  asked  to  assess 
their  relationships  with  these  substances  and  learn  what  they  can  do  to  reduce  their 
use  or  stop  using  entirely.  Additional  topics  of  discussion  include  high-risk  behav- 
iors and  HIV/AIDS  education. 

3.  Information  and  Referral  -  provides  area  residents  with  a  clearinghouse 
of  information  on  regional  human  service  agencies  and  programs.  People  with  a 
variety  of  needs  can  receive  free  and  confidential  assistance  on  how  to  report  sus- 
pected child  abuse,  how  to  access  public  assistance  or  counseling  services,  where 
to  find  after-school  activities  for  children,  etc.  The  Council  also  publishes  a  com- 
prehensive Guide  to  Conmiunity  Resources  for  use  by  towns,  police,  schools  and 
other  human  service  providers. 

4.  The  Rated  PG  Program  -  a  new  program  for  parents  and  guardians  who 
would  like  to  receive  more  information  about  alcohol  and  other  drugs.  The  pro- 
gram discusses  how  to  talk  with  their  kids  about  these  subjects  without  running 
into  a  brick  wall.  It  also  provides  information  on  what  they  and  their  children  can 
do  to  reduce  the  risk  of  ever  experiencing  an  alcohol-related  health  or  impairment 
problem. 

In  the  past  year,  the  Council:  has  become  one  of  the  agencies  working  to- 
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gether  in  the  Whole  Village  Family  Resource  Center;  continued  to  co-write  the 
semi-monthly  "Families  First"  column  in  the  Record  Enterprise;  provided  admin- 
istrative support  to  the  5th  Annual  Conference  for  Parents;  and,  involved  the  eighth 
grade  students  at  PES  in  the  Middle  School  Challenge  Course. 

In  addition  to  the  programs  listed  above,  in  1997  we  will  also  be:  coordinat- 
ing a  conference  for  all  200  eighth  graders  in  SAU#48  and  Ashland;  expanding 
our  presence  in  the  Lincoln,  Newfound  and  other  areas;  and,  organizing  several 
other  exciting  projects  in  the  7+  communities  we  serve.

Article  1:  To  chose  by  nonpartisan  ballot  all  necessary  Town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year.

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Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  tax 
deed  property  by  public  auction,  sealed  bid,  or  as  justice  may  require  in 
accordance  with  RSA  80:80.  This  shall  include  the  authority  to  deed  a  parcel 
back  to  the  previous  owner  in  return  of  payment  of  all  past  due  taxes,  interest, 
and  other  and  any  costs  incurred  by  the  Town  and  taxes  which  would  have 
been  assessed  if  the  property  had  not  been  tax  deeded.  A  public  hearing  must 
be  held  by  the  Selectmen  before  proceeding  with  any  such  sale.

This  Millstone  was  found  near  the  ruins  of  the  Morris  home. 
It  has  since  been  removed  by  a  more  recent  owner. 


Nathaniel  Norris  of  Pembroke  came  to  Dorchester  before 
1800  and  settled  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  pond,  which 
for  many  years  bore  his  name. 

The  1806  ma.ip,  found  inside  the  front  cover,  shows  the 
many  mills  which  were  powered  by  water  from  this  pond. 
Most  of  these,  he  operated  until  his  death  in  1848. 
He  and  his  wife,  Lucy  (Hazeltine)  Norris,  became  parents 
of  eleven  children,  all  bom  here.  Two  of  their  sons  became 
Methodist  Ministers. 


Nathaniel  and  Lucy  are  hurried  in  the  old  Norris  Cemetery 
not  far  from  these  mills.
